As‘n beginning, here is a book of 
Eastern truvel published os long ago 
ns 1844, which still keeps its place 
ng one of the Anest books of ita kind 
ever written. It is ‘“Eothen,” writ- 
ten by Kingluke, the historinn of the 
+ Crimean War, and It ia as readable 
fo-dny us It was — when published 
nearly a century since, The chip- 
ter ‘headings are most appetisins: — 
Turldsh Travelling, Constantinople, 
Infidel Smyrna, Greek Mariners. 
Cyprus, Lady Hester Stanhope, 
Gaiilec, Damoscus, and s0 on, and 
the whole book Js written In a mus- 
terly style. ‘ 
Here we have the polnt of view of 
. 1844, long before we were born; but 
what of the twentieth century and 
the present day? To discover. that 
we must follow up the trail, Chap- 
fer seven is headed “Cyprus,” and 
in W. H. Mallock’s “In an Enchanted 
Island" sve have one of the most de- 
Iahtful travel=! 90Ks of our = time, 
“New Republie'™ has recently been 
reprinted, but. this little book on, 
Cyprus, which may be had In Nel- 
son's shilling series, will fascinate 
every reader by its fine, descriptive 
passayes and charm of style. ‘This 
ancient Island, with ils memories of 
Richard I nnd the Crusaders, Turks, 
Genocse, Venetluns; its fantustle 
ruined ensiles and beautiful derelict 
churches, rugged = mountaln-peake 
. tend crystal cleur air, transports us to 
a neiv world, while the ‘various 
characters met are set belore us with 

‘clarity and humour, 

Then one might follow this up, 
time permitting, with Lawrence's 
“Revolt In the Desert," Doughty's 
“Arabia Deserta,” and ~=Gertrude 
Bell's “Syria: the Desrt and the 
Sown.” Ag a climax to give us the 
most up to date views of less eminent 
writers we might read H. V. Mor- 
ton’s “In the Steps of the Master" 
ond—“St.-- Paul,'~and-John- Gibbon’s 
"Road to Nazereth,” which we might 
call travel by the man in the strect.

But enough of the East. What of 
the South, even the Antarctle? Here 
agoin we arn fortunate, for Captain 
‘Scott’s “Voyage of the Discovery" fs 
published In the same Nelson series 
in two volumes; and even more won- 
derful, we may now have for a 
shilling in two volumes In the Pen- 
guin Series that magnificent story, 
“The Worst Journcy in the World" 
(Scott's last expedition to the South 
Pole), by Apsley Cherry-Garrard. 
This is an cpic story worthy to tnke 
dts place beside the tales of the 
world’s -yreotest explorations, and 
nbout men everyone of whom was o 
hero.

Here’ one has time to see other 
things besides . one’s work. Since 
giving up films, T read film stories 
and books about films which are 
being made. On my bed-table Me 
two volumes—Shakespeare ond the 
Bible, These alone form my per- 
sonal reading-matter; everything else 
I read is for my business. When one 
has invested half or a milllon dollars

It. must be 
a success which has swept Berlin,
